Professor Dr. tans Kn8ll of Jenapharm in Jona has been working in this 
field with the method of drying colon bacilli over sulphuric acid in a 
Vacuum. 


In 1950 and 1951, the 092 Office for Research and Technolory pranted Asid 
a total of 52,000 DN for research in the ficld of colon and tetanus bacteria. 
Such loans are always issued by the Office for Rescarch and Technolory after 


preliminary screcning by the pertinent Civision of the DDR 


for the requesting installation. Thus the application of Asid was processed 
initially by the IV-Chomie in the 2inistry for Heavy Industry. The responsible 
man in the Office for Tescarch and Tectmology for pharmaceutical roscarch

The plant is 
to cost 15,000,000 DY, but it is not yet. certain that the factory will be 
built in the DDR, much less that Kn8lL Will be put in charge of it, There 
are rumors that the final decision may be to build this factory in Czecho~ 
slovakia or Poland instead of the DDR.
